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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, filed 8/24/2007, with respect to Claims 1-28 have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -3, 1 0-1 2 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to the prior art cited, it is well known in the art to have an option slot on a digital camera 
which can receive either a memory card or communication card in the same option slot. 
The closest prior art teaches a recording medium mounting/dismounting detection 
section which detects mounting of a recording medium, and can also detect mounting of 
a communication card. The prior art teaches other functions or processes performed 
when the type of card is identified such as different arrangement of I/O area for 
corresponding different types of cards. However, prior art fails to teach that when the 
detecting section detects a recording medium, image storing is performed, and when 
the detecting section detects a communication card, image storing to the file server is 
performed.

Seki (US 7154534) teaches one card in one slot, which includes a 
communication card and a memory card.
